meut, is heeouiiu^ vei )' nlafllllnjl no* 
to say dangerous. Ueiujp soiuowha' 
aeiiuaiiilcd with Iho history of our 
present rcceptaelc lor tho unioriuiiatr 
and misguided youth, as well as llie 
hardened criminal, has led mclo ron 
sider what 1 deem defects in the 
criminal law. In llieflrsl plaeo I he 
licve tho law should provide a ipc- 
ciltc punishment lor each and every 
offense ; the power ot jurors should 
ho nbrld)(ed ; liiey should not ti\ llie 
penalty to (lie crime, hut sWgply de- 
cide as to Ihe KUlll or innocence of Iht

The commtinilv at large and cili- 
zens ol our state have conv'iiccd me 
that there rro no eiwniiatlng cir- 
cumstances in crime. Kor instance 
Iho law says, that murder iu the lirst 
degree shall no punished hy death or 
life-time soivitude in Iho penitentia 
ry. Wc see ihu wife murderer, the 
iraiuciile, the parricide, tho midnight 
assassin, all side by side <u the Stale 
prison, paying tho same penalty that 
the yoiiihful murderer is paying. The 
hoy of oightcon summers who com- 
mitted his first offense under the 
guidance of a lather's hand, is marie 
lo suiter Iho samo penalty as the 
midnight assassiut We see men 
serving I'mo for twenty-ono year* 
for manslaughter and others two 
years for the same oll'euso. It., liter* 
aro no extenuating elrenmat mces in 
crime, (and I claim ihere n e none)! 
ask where is Iho justice that one 
shuuld servo nliisleeu ;noro years 
ih in ihe other? We seo Ihe horse 
thief scii.'ng two yrais while, one 
from another county is serving ten. 
It may bo urged that thuotin that is 
serving ton is an old offender and l as 
perhaps been convicted beloro' It 
so ho certainly paid the penalty, . a id 
, Why punish him twice lor i'c same 
offense? When punishment becomes 
cxeessivo it becomes brutal, and 
thereby loses its tnerils. While on 
Ihe other hand it it is commingled 
with justice and tempered Willi mer- 
cy, it often rco'aims ihe fallen. 1 ask 
your readc s to think over this sub 
ject.lorl drcply.fccl ihe weight ol 
theso ' .11 "is. I drive but loo faintly 
depic sd. I i irther wisli lo say that 
these linos are Written by one who 
wears . lie garb of dishonor, and ha- 
expei ienccd the injusiiro of what I 
have fried lo write about. But if my 
misforlune can bo tinned lb an ac- 
count hy exposing thoso evils ol 
which I speak, and help correct the 
same. 1 wl'l fool that my life is not al- 
together* blr ik.
